The Story of the Holy Grail 


[8 the cathedral of San Lorenzo at 

Genoa, there is treasured a cup, said 
to be formed from a single emerald, and 
known as the “Holy Grail,” the latter 
word being probably derived from the 
Latin gradalis or gradalus, a shallow ves- 
sel. According to a recent report the 
Holy Grail is crumbling to pieces. 

Legend invests this relic with peculiar 
sanctity, it being claimed to be the vessel 
used by our Savior, when at the memor- 
able gathering in the large upper room 
in Jerusalem our Lord instituted the cer- 
emony of the last supper, and it is said 
to have been subsequently used to catch 
the last drops of blood from the dying 
Savior. 

It is claimed that William Embriaco, 
a famous Genoese commander and cru- 
sader, found the sacred vessel in the 
loot taken at the capture of Caesaria, 
where it had been treasured for ages as 
a subject of the holiest veneration, its 
authenticity being originally vouched for 
by a direct descendant of Joseph of Art- 
Embriaco brought it to Genoa 
Since that date frequent men- 
tion is made in Genoese official and 
ecclesiastical documents of the “Sacro 
Catino,” as the Holy Grail is called. On 
one occasion it figures as security for a 
loan of 9,500 golden genovini, made to 
the city by Cardinal Fieschi for military 
purposes, but in 1327 the city redeemed 
the sacred treasure. Eventually, in rec- 
ognition of its sacred character, the cus- 
tody of the grail was transferred to the 
church ‘authorities, and it was placed for 
safe keeping and for the adoration of the 
faithful in the cathedral of San -Lorenzo.

his policy of despoiling all Europe of 
works of art and historic interest, carried 
the grail off to Paris, and there it re- 
mained until 1814, when, on the em- 
perors downfall, it was, with other pur 
loined treasures, returned to its owners. 


But during its absence it had suffered 
disaster. Part of the octagonal vessel. 
about a third of its circumference. had 


been shattered into small fragments 
These were carefully replaced, cemented 
in place and secured by a gold band. 
The fact that the cement used has 
been affected by moisture or age, allow- 
ing the replaced parts to become separ 
ated, is probably the foundation for the 
alarming statement that the cup is in 
process otf disintegration. If it is cut 
from a single emerald, this is hardly 
possible, and the broken parts will prob- 
ably be restored to their proper position 
in due guard against any 
further progress of the damage, a special 
committee, appointed by the Minister of 
‘ine Arts to examine the relic and take 
steps for its preservation, has recom- 
mended its removal from the vault in 
which it was formerly kept, and which 
might have been damp, after suitable 
restoration to an air-tight receptacle in 
a shrine, elsewhere in the cathedral.

Ancient Jewelry 


Alt the works of ancient jewelry can 

be divided into two essentially differ- 
ent kinds—according to the preface of the 
Italian catalog of the famous Castelliani 
collection of Rome—viz: ornaments for 
general use and ornaments for funeral 
purposes. Both kinds of work when be- 
longing to the flourishing period of the 
goldsmnith’s art were generally made of 
very pure gold, but were alloyed when be- 
longing to certain early types of eastern 
importation. 

In ancient gold ornaments, whether of 
Greek or of Italian origin, our admiration 
of the precious metals employed is always 
exceeded by that which the excellence of 
the workmanship calls up. The ancient 
jewelers knew and used chemical and me- 
chanical agents quite unknown to us, as 
they were able to separate and join pieces 
of gold scarcely perceptible to the naked 
eye. Their process of melting, soldering 
and wire drawing remains equally a pro! 
lem. 

When we consider the Greek and Ertus- 
can granulated and filigree work in gold, 
even leaving aside the elegance of the forms 


and the skill shown in the chasing. we are 
obliged to confess that the ancients were 
greatly our superiors in this art.

HAT do you know about ivory? 
There has not been too much writ- 

ten, in book form, about IVOTY ; most 1S 


hidden away in pertodicals. We have as 
authorities: Maskell, Cust and Dalton (in 
English), Molinier (in French), Scherer 
and Graeven (in German). Surely a new 
work on such an art topic add _ re- 
newed interest in the subject. And such 
a work is just off the press entitled “Ivory 
and the Elephant,’ by Dr. George Freder- 
ick Kunz, so well known to us through his 
several other master works on the pearl, 
gems, etc., recently published. 

Now, as to this present work on ivory, 
there are other things to be taken into 
consideration when compared with former 
works on the subject. While this can pe 
claimed as the best history of the “pearl of 
the forest,” as the doctor terms the pachy- 
derm fruit, it 1s assuredly the most com- 
plete. It has the fullest list of engravers 
in ivory of all kinds; it has an account of 
the sizes of all the great tusks in collections 
and their owners; it has an account of the 
working of the material in the ways used 
among the different nations. As to the 
scope of time covered in this elephantine 
work it challenges other books of science, 
for its range is 3,400 years (1500 B. C. to 
the present day); it takes its readers 
through America, the Orient and Africa. 

To get an idea of the truly exhaustive 
character of this comprehensive work sup- 
pose we take a glance at the true inward- 
We have 35 pages dedi- 
cated to “prehistoric and ancient carved 
ivories; 60 pages given to medieval and 
modern ivory carvings; 56 pages contain 
historical information on elephants; 27 
pages on elephant hunting, etc.; 21 pages to 
the sources, composition and qualities of 
ivory; 38 pages on the working on ivory; 
12 pages on vegetable and imitation ivory; 
30 pages on narwhal horns, walrus tusks, 
etc.; 64 pages on the evolution of the ele- 
phant, mammoth, mastodon, etc.; 45 pages 
on elephant tusks; 42 pages on the com- 
merce in ivory; 8 pages (small type) are 
filled with the titles of works on the genera 
and species of proboscidea (furnished by 
Prof. Richard S. Lull of Yale University) ; 
a 14-page list of ivory carvers of all lands 
and times; and 13 pages of addenda. All 
of which would tend to prove that the word 
stupendous is, perhaps, not an exaggerated 
term to apply to this work, exhaustive it 
certainly is, and covers ground never be- 
fore placed between book-covers. 

The jeweler has not so much use for the 
story of the great tuskers, interesting as 
it is, as for the art product furnished from 
the dentin source. And of this Dr. Kunz

furnishes what appears to be an exhaustive 
account. Here we have enumerated the 
multitude of existing examples of ivory 
carving of historical or art value. We find 
descriptions of: Duptychiss, triptychs, polyp- 
tvchs, book-covers, pyxes, caskets, hunting 
and tenure horns, liturgical croz- 
iers, paxes, crosses, crucifixes, fan-handles, 
mirror-frames, daughtsmen, 
tankards, cups, medallions, brooches, mini- 
ature paintings, playing cards, toilet articles 
(such as_ brush-backs, glove-stretchers, 
powder-boxes, etc.), paper cutters, piano- 
billiard balls. adaptability 
has wider range, when you have read this 
work, than you ever dreamt of. And, to 
paraphrase a noted advertisement, “if it’s 
ivory, you'll find it here.” 

Specially useful to the jeweler are such 
material as, for instance, the formulae for 
staining ivory, and methods of its preser- 
vation. To the practitioner on art work of 
much value should be the drawings of the 
saws of different styles and the carving 
tools used by the Japanese and the Hindus 
in their cunning craft. The different shapes 
of saws for the different parts of the per- 
formance, the very many kinds of carving 
tools with their differing cutting edges ex- 
posed clearly to view, these must surely be 
of great practical: value to the worker in 
ivory.

That exposition of the technique of the 
billiard ball is great. The amateur billiard- 
ist will find cues for discoursing with his 
fellow ignorant players learnedly on the 
technical difference between the $9 and the 
$16 ball, and can draw on his exhaustive 
knowledge (gained from this work) of 
turning out the ivory spheres; on the rea- 
son why the turner does not produce an ex- 
actly true sphere but leaves one axis short- 
er than the other to allow for difference in 
shrinkage proportions with and across the 
grain. He can show profound knowledge 
discussing “sand checked” and “sun 
checked’ markings, to increase the admira- 
tion of his fellows. 

Dr. Kunz dedicates this volume to AI- 
fred Lacroix, Curator of the Mineralogical 
Department of the Natural History Muse- 
um, Paris. 

A few words concerning private collec- 
tions of ivories shows this United States 
can boast large and beautiful aggregations. 
‘The finest belongs to Henry Walters, of 
Baltimore, and forms part of his splendid 
museum on St. Vernon Square, * * * 
Here are shown authentic and character- 
istic works of Egyptian, Greek, Roman, 
Byzantine, Carolingian, Early French, Early 
German, Italian and Spanish workmanship, 
as well as some of the later specimens of 
French work, including the finest examples 
of Moreau-Vauthier, the greatest modern 
ivory carver. There are also notable speci- 
mens from Japan, China, Siberia and other 


Asiatic lands.” Thomas F. Ryan has a 
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superb collection of ivories from the Con- 
go, and carvings from Congo ivory. Other 
collections are those of T. S. Van Volken- 


burgh (Japanese), Malcolm MacMartin, 
Kenyon B. Painter (Cleveland), H. J. 
Heinz (Pittsburgh), perhaps the largest; 


the collection of the late George A. Hearn, 
and the Alfred Duane Pell collection (some 
wonderful lace-like carving in fans in this). 

For designers and carvers the page of 
exquisite motifs of “jagging wheels” oppo- 
site page 483 should prove a fertile source 
for the jaded artisan-artist to draw from. 

But the field is too large in this work to 
give, in a review, a true conception of the 
multifarious values between the covers of 
“Ivory and the Elephant.” <A_ personal 
study of the work will well repay any per- 
son in the jewelry line of activities.

Crystal Divining Globes. 


(>** of the most conspicuous and al- 

most invariable articles of equip- 
ment of the den or studio of the astrol- 
ogist or “soothsayer” of old was the 
great crystal ball or globe in which the 
magician professed to be able to see 
future events portrayed. To the uninti- 
tiated there was something uncanny in 
the mystic reflections of these transpar- 
ent spheres and the cunning manipulator 
well knew how to place them in relation 
to the light so make the most of 
this effect. 

The Japanese, in olden were 
very skillful in the cutting or process Dy 
which these spheres were produced and 
they were among the “properties” of all 
the great temples. The purest rock crystal 
yielded by the Japanese island of Hondo 
employed in their production, their 
value varying according to their size. It 
was essential that the crystal should be 
perfect, a flaw in the globe making it value- 
less for its purpose. 

The largest sphere of the kind known, 
which is 17 centimeters (6% inches) in 
diameter, is included in the Japanese 
crown jewels, but it is said that the cut- 
ting, or grinding and polishing of these 
globes, is a lost art. At any rate they are 
now very highly prized by their Japa- 
owners, constituting a_ treasured 
family possession, with which, even for 
liberal offers, they are loath to part.

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Reports from the European Diamond Markets 


Conditions in the Diamond Centers of London, Amsterdam and Paris Re- 
viewed by Correspondents of The Jewelers’ Circular.

Lonpon, Oct. 24.—Although the general 
yndition of business in this market is quiet 
ransactions are often carried on with difh- 
ulty,. this being particularly the case in 


he provincial centers like Birmingham, 
\lanchester and Liverpool where ring- 
makers and jewelers are greatly ham- 


ered in their business by the shortage and 
the embargo on gold. Among wholesale 
rms in our market, there is not only a 
rendency to do some business but a most 
ptimistic mood prevails in the trade as re- 


ecards the firmness of the market in the 
near future. This attitude is not at all 
surprising in view of the fact that the 
principal wholesale firms in the London 


market are either in close contact with the 
Diamond Syndicate, or by past experience 
ire well aware of the great difficulties in 
transacting business and the consequent 
firmness of the market for rough material. 

During the early months of the war, 
here and there competition took place in 
labor circles, and as a result of this in Am- 
sterdam and London, some cutters were 
able to place their product on the market 
at a much cheaper rate. This condition 
now has been greatly improved through 
the vigilance and better control of the 
Union of the Belgian Diamond Workers in 
London. This union has resulted in an 
increase in the wages of the diamond 
workmen. Similar reports are reaching 
this city from Amsterdam, where, in conse- 
quence of an increase in the labor, prices 
for cut stones have advanced at least 10 or 
15 per cent. The cheap qualities are grad- 
ually getting scarcer because they are im- 
portations, are closely restricted and be- 
cause in the export trade there are so many 
obstacles in the way in producing proot of 
origin, that in all cases it is most difficult 
to export cheap class goods. The better 
grades of diamonds are consequently a little 
firmer in price and meet with a better de- 
mand. Especially is this true of mélée as 
well as small sizes in 16 facets. The Rus- 
sian market requires better qualities of dia- 
monds as compared with the corresponding 
period of last year. There is in that quar- 
ter some demand for medium 
sizes, caused probably through the increase 
in prices of small brilliants which 
generally create a better demand for 
“roses.” 

During the last few days some transac- 
tions took place im fine quality pearls, 
which were imported here from the Indian 
market where the market for pearls is in 
the same condition as our diamond busi-

tain qualities which are at present held 
by big manufacturers. It is evident, and 
has become more marked the last tew 
years, that it is getting all the time more 
and more difficult for middle class men to 
acquire goods suitable for the market, as 
most of the parcels formerly offered for 
sale at the market are now kept by our 
importers to be cut at their own factories. 
This deprives the middleman of a great 
deal of business, and especially the class of 
people who depend on their “turn over” at 
the daily market held at the Diamona 
Bourse. More and more it seems that the 
business will be concentrated among whole- 
sale firms, which will result in a gradual 
rise in the prices of all goods. [I xports 
of gems to America were hindered greatly 
recently when the blowing up of steamers 
became known. Insurance rates imme- 
diately jumped and exporters were not so 
anxious for a while to ship their gems. 

In connection with the exportation of 
diamonds, it can be stated that the head 
committee on the importation and exporta- 
tion of diamonds has obtained the services 
of the board of management of the dia- 
mond trade to assist in the examination of 
cut diamonds sent abroad in order to pre- 
vent delay, such as has occurred during 
the last fornight. 

During the last fortnight some inquiries 
were made from the London market for 
medium quality “roses” and these inquiries 
have been hailed with delight as it shows a 
revival in one of the branches of our in- 
dustry which since the outbreak of the 
war has been neglected to such an ex- 


tent that steps had been taken to trans-. 


fer some of the cutters of “roses” to 
other branches of the trade. In the other 
branches employment remains steady and 
it can be stated that more than 6,000 
workmen are at present employed. 


Paris, Oct. 23.—The diamond market 1n 
this city has not shown much improvement 
since our last letter. The only branch of 
the gem trade which shows activity at 
present is the pearl market which shows a 
strong tendency toward increased prices. 
Exporting of diamonds to the Far East 1s 
very difficult at present and customers there 
do not take quickly to paying the prices 
asked for good quality diamonds. There is 
very little trading in cheap diamonds owing 
to trade restrictions and dealers here do 
not take the trouble to go after business 
as a very small portion of this kind of 
business is done in the home market. There 
has, however, been some demand for cheap 
“roses” in medium sizes, probably for the 
Russian and Indian markets which before 
the war were supplied by Antwerp cut- 
ters. At the moment of writing this letter, 
rumors are in circulation about further 
restrictions regarding the importing of dia- 
monds into Russia, which, if true, will not 
help conditions. . 

\ small group of men in the horological 
trade have started a movement to hold an 
exhibition at Lyons during 1917.

Paris Pearl Market 





Paris, Oct. 23 (Delayed in the Mails).— 
Conditions in the pearl market of this 
city are unusually good and the predic- 
tions made last August as to the firmness 
of the market were completely realized; 
in fact, the pearl market during Septem- 


ber and October has shown a rigidity 
such as has been seldom or never before 


seen, indicating that the market is entirely 
in the hands of the sellers. 

Important transactions have been the 
rule and business has been and continues 
to be brisk. A great many more pearls of 
various grades would be sold but for the 
high prices which control and for which 
the Indian concerns who hold the goods 
are holding out. The Paris market is now 
supplying both North and South America 
to an almost unlimited degree and also 
Switzerland, Holland and Spain and Eng- 
land, the last three countries particularly 
showing an eagerness to buy pearls here. 

Reports frqm Russia and Italy are satis- 
factory despite the fact that these two 
countries have now prohibited the importa- 
tion of jewels and precious stones. The 
jewelers there are selling out all their 
stocks without chance of replenishment 
and the buyers of such firms here have 
quit purchasing for the present at least. 
Even with the warring countries out of 
the market, the amount of business done is 
so great as to make one almost forget that 
there is a world war on at the present 
time. In all these countries a new set of 
rich men are arising as a result of the war 
and there will be a new set of millionaires 
that will be the new army of buyers.

DEATH OF FRANK E. LADD 
Springfield Jeweler Dies After a Short 
Illness. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Nov. 9.—Frank E. 
Ladd, aged 57 years, of 64 Buckingham 
St., a well-known jeweler and one of the 
most active fraternal men in the city, died 
in his home Monday morning after an ill- 
ness of only a few days. News of his 
death came as a distinct shock to a wide 
circle of friends, for as late as the pre- 
ceeding Wednesday he was about his busi- 
ness as usual. He had suffered from di- 
abetes for the last two or three years, but 
it did not develop acutely until Thursday, 

when he began to fail rapidly. 

Mr. Ladd was born in Middlesex, Vt., 
April 10, 1859. A short time later his par- 
ents moved to Montpelier and there Mr. 
Ladd learned the jewelry business. He 
came to this city 35 years ago, taking over 
the business of the late A. G. Taylor in 
Main St. He tonducted that business suc- 
cessfully for more than 20 years and 10 
years ago he opened a new store at 798 
State St., where he was in business up to 
the time of his death. 

Mr. Ladd had a remarkable business ac- 
quaintance but he was perhaps best and 
more widely known in his fraternal affili- 
ations. He was a member of Hampden 
Lodge of Masons, and a charter member 
of Esoteric Lodge, Morning Star Royal 
Arch Chapter, Springfield Council and 
Springfield Commandery, Knights Templar. 
He was a charter member and a past 
potentate of Melha Temple, Order of the 
Mystic Shrine, and was a past grand of 
De Soto Lodge of Odd Fellows. His ac- 
quaintanceship in fraternal organizations 
was more than local and he had hosts of 
friends all over the country, particularly 
among the Shriners. 

[le was a member of the First Congre- 
gational Church, and in politics was always 
a staunch Republican. He leaves besides 
his wife, a foster daughter, Miss Marian 
L. Barnum, a brother, Frederick S. Ladd 
of this city, and two sisters, Mrs. A. King 
of Montreal, Can., and Mrs. A. K. Devoe 
of this city. 

The funeral was held yesterday at 2 
o'clock in the parlors of the Dickinson- 
Streeter Co.

DRAWBACK ALLOWANCES 


Collector at Port of New York Notified That 
Payment May Be Made on Watch 


Movements. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 8—The col- 
lector of customs for the port of New 
York has been notified by the Treasury 
Department that drawback allowances may 
be paid under the provisions of Section 1 
of the Tariff Act of Oct. 3, 1913, on 
watches manufactured by Byron L. Stras- 
burger & Co., and Lugerman & Morrison. 
Inc., both of New York city, with the use 
of imported watch movements, for the ac- 
count of S. Lipschitz & Co., and others. 

To secure the payment of drawback rec- 
ords are to be kept by the manufacturers 
and exporters which will serve to estab- 
lish, in connection with each lot of watches 
exported with benefit of drawback, the 
kind and dutiable value of the imported 
watch movements which have been incor- 
porated in the watches to be exported, as 
well as the particulars covering their im- 
portation, and in no instance shall the 
drawback allowance exceed one imported 
movement for each watch exported, and in 
other details they must conform to the 


sworn statements of the manufacturers on 
file.

MEMBERSHIP TRANSFERRED 
Denver Jewelers’ Association Merges with 
Denver Civic and Commercial 
Association. 

DENVER, Colo., Nov. 9—At a meeting last 
week the Denver Jewelers’ Association, 
which was organized three weeks ago, it 
was unanimously decided to disband and 
transfer the entire membership of between 
40 and 50 retailers to the jewelers’ auxil- 
iary of the Retail Merchants’ Branch of the 
Denver Civic and Commercial Association. 
J. C. Bloom was chosen as chairman of the 
auxiliary, and George S. Collison, secretary 
of all auxiliaries of the Retail Merchants’ 
branch, will act in that capacity for the 

jewelers. 

Mr. Bloom states that the membership is 
a unit in the opinion that they can accom- 
plish more with the support of the 4,000 
members of the civic and commercial asso- 
ciation than by working as a body of retail 
jewelers without such affiliation as has now 
been brought about. The dues under the 
new arrangement are $12 for the member 
who transacts an annual business of $50,000 
or under reasonable increases for an annual 
business in excess of that amount. They 
expect to accomplish a great deal, he says, 
and also states that within a short period 
the membership will include practically 


every retailer in Denver.

ceedingly handsome, severely plain in 
frosted gold and tortoise-shell, or of a 
medium variety in platinum, daintily 
chased and most refined. There are 
watches, of course, and bar pins and 
brooches, belt buckles and slipper buckles, 
and an enticing assortment of hair orna- 
ments—the answers to the demands of the 
1916 coif. 

The new brooches and bar pins are so 
intermingled in pattern and shape that it 
is almost impossible to tell which is which. 
The bar pins, it would seem, are those 
brooches with the elongated pins, narrower 
and longer than the authentic brooch, while, 
on the other hand, the jewel recognized 
under the name of brooch is that little 
article that looks like a broad, stubby bar 
pin. In its most decorative form it be- 
comes the brooch pendant, but then it loses 
its attribute as well as its characteristic of 
a utility jewel, and we must put it on the 
list of personal ornaments. 

The new bar pins, then, are not so long 
as heretofore, nor are they so extremely 
narrow; their greatest width is still di- 
rectly in the center, and still they taper 
out at either end into a sharp point or 
blunt line of box-set gems. 

Bar pins are entirely useful, but brooches 
very readily cross the line dividing the 
utility from the ornamental jewel. Unlike 
the bar pin, too, they do not keep to a 
regular form, but may be wider at one side 
than the other, or heavier below than above 
the pin. Their only right to belong to this 
class of utility jewels at all is gained by 
the fact that they are so often used on the 
bodice as a regular clasp in place of any 
other fastener, apparent or hidden. 

Watches for indoor wear are lighter and 
frailer than those used with the walking 
costume, but they come alike on sautoir 
chains or wrist bands, or are worn indoors 
or out, suspended from a chatelaine pin or 
with a ribbon fob. Every year more plat-

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MILWAUKEE JEWELERS MEET 


Final Monthly Meeting of the Year Devoted 
to the Discussion of Trade Topics. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 9.—The final 
monthly meeting of the year was held by 
the Milwaukee Jewelers’ Club at the Hotel 
Blatz on Wednesday evening, it being the 
usual custom to dispense with the regular 
December meeting on account of the 
Christmas season, when the retailers keep 
their stores open evenings and find it diffi- 
cult to attend. The meeting last night was 
one of the most lively sessions and most 
prohtable gatherings the local club has ever 
held, despite the fact that the attendance 
was lighter than usual owing to a severe 
rain. There were so many things to dis- 
cuss in the way of business for the coming 
weeks that no special speaker had been en- 
gaged for the evening. As it was the meet- 
ing was not adjourned until much later 
than usual. 

Among the matters taken up by Presi- 
dent E. L. Feiling was a discussion of the 
proposed “fake auction and fire sale” ordi- 
nance now betore the Common Council.” 
Ideas for the holiday season were brought 
out and discussed, and the price situation 
was gone into with a view of increased 
costs of labor and material for repair work. 
An important step taken was the appoint- 
ment of O. H. Bingenheimer, 308 Enter- 
prise building, as chairman of the “protec- 
tion committee,” of which Mr. Bingenhei- 
mer is “central guard.’ As usual, the club 
provides a central place where information 
is received and in turn distributed among 
the members regarding the appearance or 
operations of suspicious individuals, penny- 
weighters, thieves, etc. This method of 
precaution is a commendable one and has 
saved the members from losses. 

Indications from the rapid growth of the 
Jewelers’ Mutual Limited Fire Insurance 
Co. during the past months, are that the 
expected total amount of risk of $450,000 
set for Jan. 1, 1917, will reach the half-mill- 
ion mark, according to Henry F. Stecher, 
treasurer of the Mutual and also of the 
State association. With a little effort on 
the part ot the members the business can 
be more than doubled for the year 1916 
and those present showed enthusiasm to 
boost tor the new record.

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Duty Fixed at 20 Per Cent. Ad Valorem on Foxtail Chain 


Board of United States General Appraisers Hands Down Important Ruling 
Sustaining Protest of New York House. ) 














The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers has just handed down an interest- 
ing decision lowering the duty on foxtail 
chain made of brass or German silver, im- 
ported in lengths of from 25 to 100 meters. 
This ruling sustains protests of Albert 
Lorsch & Co., New York, who were rep- 
resented before the General Appraisers by 
Comstock & Washburn, customs attorneys. 

While, according to the Board, the gen- 
eral use of this chain is for eyeglass hold- 
ers and gas and electric light fixtures, it 
was brought out at the trial by the Gov- 
ernment that the merchandise at issue is 
used in large quantities for draw strings 
on small mesh purses, for tassels on large 
mesh bags, for neck chains, for la Vallieres, 
long chains, known as fan chains or lorg- 
nette chains, also on rings used for carrying 
small coin holders or vanity cases. 


Mr. Chapin, of the firm of Chapin, Hol- 
lister & Co., testified that they used foxtail 
chain described as “sizes 0, 1, 2, 3, 4” and 
some of “Nos. 5 and 6,” but not so much at 
present of the last two numbers, “as a com- 
ponent part for stringing solid gold, ster- 
ling silver, and gold plated commodities.” 
He further testified that his firm sold it to 
retail jewelers for use in their repair de- 
partment as a finished article on reels by 
the yard, and as finished articles in neck- 
chains, guard chains, and long chains, in- 
cluding fan chains, stone mounted guard 
chains, and fancy chains. He also said 
that for the past four years his firm had 
averaged in all qualities of foxtail chain 
from five to eight thousand meters per year. 

This merchandise was classified by the 
customs collector under Par. 356, Tariff 
Act of 1913, and duty assessed at the rate 
of 60 per cent. ad valorem. The Board, 
in a lengthy opinion by Judge Sullivan, 
sustains the protestants’ contention for 
duty at the rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem 
under the provisions of Par. 167, Tariff 
Act of 1913. 

The facts as shown by the record, ac- 
cording to Judge Sullivan, established the 
following propositions: (1) The merchan- 
dise consists of brass and German silver 
foxtail chains; (2) valued at less than 
30 cents per yard; (3) that the predomi- 
nating use of the foxtail varieties of chain 
in the numbers referred to is for eyeglass 
holders and gas and electric light fixtures. 

It was testified on behalf of the im- 
porters that the small chain is used in eye- 
glass holders and the large chain in elec- 
tric light and gas fixtures. A sample of 
an eyeglass holder, in which a chain de- 
scribed as “11%4 and 0%” was used, was 
received in evidence. Another sample 
consisted of a gaslight valve containing 
a chain of a larger size. Mr. Ketcham, 
of the firm of Ketcham & McDougall, New 
York, manufacturers of automatic eye- 
glass holders and gold and silver thim- 
bles, testified that his firm used about 100,- 
000 meters annually of foxtail chain in the 
manufacture of automatic eyeglass hold- 
ers, and that “0% and in some cases 


“001%” were used for that purpose. He 
also testified that this chain was used in 
connection with a holder attached to a 
telephone to hold a pencil. 

In arriving at the facts in the case Judge 
Sullivan writes: “The question arises: 
Being suitable for use in the manufacture 
of articles mentioned in Par. 356 (jewel- 
ry), shali it be dutiable thereunder, rather 
than under the quoted portion of Par. 167 
as metal articles? Do the words ‘suit- 
able for use’ govern the classification of 
the merchandise, although such use is 
minor in comparison to its general use? 
Is ‘composed wholly or in chief value of 
brass or other metal,’ as found in Par. 
167, more specific than ‘mesh and other 
materials of metal * * * suitable for 
use in the manufacture of any of the fore- 
going articles’ as found in Par. 356? 

“It appears that this Board, on Dec. 
13, 1915, held 321 meters of unfinished 
brass chain, hexagon No. 1, suitable for 
use in the manufacture of certain articles 
mentioned in Par. 356, viz.: Finished 
chains designed to be worn on the per- 
son, dutiable as claimed by the govern- 
ment in the case at bar. That case, how- 
ever, was submitted on stipulation. There 
was no testimony offered by either side, 
and the stipulation itself practically admit- 
ted the merchandise should be classified 
under Par. 356. 


“We cite this case for the reason we 
wish to be consistent in our opinion. Law 
is based upon facts, and we had but one 
fact in the foregoing case, viz.: That the 
chain in question was suitable for use in 
finished chains designed to be worn on or 
about the person. We were without testi- 
mony showing its use for any other pur- 
pose, and we therefore held it dutiable 
under the last part of Par. 356. Our hold- 
ing in the case at bar is based upon testi- 
mony taken in open court, and the facts 
sustain the contention of the importer that 
the foxtail chain of the sizes mentioned is 
dutiable according to its predominating 
use, as metal, viz.: In the manufacture 
of eyeglass holders, and gas or electric 
light fixtures, and within the provisions 
of Par. 167 at 20 per cent ad valorem.” 

Judge Brown, who writes a dissenting 
opinion in this case, says: 

“T am unable to concur in the conclu- 
sion reached in this case as to the items 
of so-called foxtail chain, because the 
words in Par. 356, reading ‘suitable for 
use in the manufacture of any of the fore- 
going articles in this paragraph’ would 
seem to preclude the question of chief use 
and require that the classification should 
be sustained if (as I think the testimony 
shows) the merchandise is suitable in a 
practical way for use in the manufacture 
of chains, mesh bags, or other articles 
enumerated in the paragraph, whether or 
not the principal use is for some other 
purnose.” 

The government attorney, Charles D. 
Lawrence, would not say whether the issue 








will be appealed, but it 1s understood that 
Assistant Attorney-General Hanson, in 
charge of customs, will request the Treas 
ury Department to fle an appeal with thi 
United States Court of Customs Appeals 
in Washington for a review of the Board’s 
ruling. 

The decision of the General \ppraisers 
in this case reduces the duty on this chain 


from 60 to 20 per cent ad valorem, and if

POLICE GET LORETTA 


St. Louis Jewelers Rejoice at Arrest of 
Woman Accused of Being “Pennyweighter.” 


St. Louts, Mo., Nov. 9.—Loretta Lynam 
is locked up and St. Louis jewelers breathe 
freely. They never breathe that way when 
Loretta is at large, because Loretta has the 
reputation of being one of the cleverest 
“pennyweighters”’ in the business. She has 
been arrested several times, but the goods 
were never found on her and attempts to 
convict her have failed. 

For years, the police say, Loretta has 
been getting away with the choicest dia- 
mond rings of the St. Louis’ jewelers by 
representing herself as the daughter of this 
or that prominent business man with a lot 
of money to spend for diamond rings. She 
would enter a jeweler’s store and introduce 
herself as Miss Soandso, daughter of Mr. 
Soandso, and ask to be shown some dia- 
mond rings. After looking over the tray 
and fondly handling a few of the rings, 
she would say that she could not make up 
her mind that day, but would come back the 
next day and get one. She would then 
sweep out of the store and the jeweler 
would find that one of his rings was miss- 
ing. 

Loretta has red hair and a freckled nose. 
There are not many “pennyweighters” with 
red hair and a freckled nose and so it has 
been easy for the police to identify her 
from description and equally easy to find 
her and lock her up, but catching her with 
the rings on her has not been so easy. She 
has always been either released without 
trial or acquitted on trial. 

Her fame spread, however, and the time 
came that no jeweler who read the daily 
papers was anxious to show jewelry to 
any female with red hair and a freckled 
nose and Loretta had to turn her talents 
to plain shop-lifting. She was arrested 
with the goods and fined. Then, it seems, 
she turned to burglary, probably figuring 
that was the one field in which, under 
cover of darkness, her red hair and freckles 
would not give her away. But she figured 
wrong. While she and two male confeder- 
ates were looting a house on Botanical 
Ave., a few nights ago, the son of the house 
came home. Loretta and the men fled, but 
the young man had a good look at Loretta’s 
red hair and freckles. He told the police 
what kind of a looking female Raffles it 
was who had broken in and they said at 
once: “It’s Loretta.” They hunted her up 
and arrested her. She assured them that 
they had her wrong, but they took her 
along and locked her up. So now there is 
a chance for a woman with red hair and a 
freckled nose to be waited on in St. Louis 
jewelry stores again.

A conference is being held in New York, 
Tuesday, Nov. 14, after this issue of THE 
JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR has 
for the purpose of taking concerted action 
to stop the appearance of misleading ad- 
vertisements of diamonds and jewelry such 
as have recently been published by the 
larger national magazines. This subject 
was taken up editorially in the last issue, 


gone to press, 


in which attention was called to the ad- 
vertisements of firms in Chicago, Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore and other cities, in- 


juring the jewelry trade by creating the 
impression that perfect blue white dia- 
monds might be had tor from $70 to $88 
a carat. The advertisements, most of them, 
referred to “perfect cut” diamonds, and the 
impression created on the public was that 
a perfect blue white diamond was sup- 
plied. 

Protests against the appearance of these 
advertisements have already been made to 
the magazines by THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR, 
the National Jewelers Board of Trade and 
the American National Retail Jewelers’ 
Association, through its president, Charles 
T. Evans, who last week made public some 
of the letters which he had forwarded in 
behalf of the organizations, but it was 
deemed necessary that concerted action be 
taken to bring the organizations to work 
together, and president Evans arranged for 


a conference in New York, Tuesday, to 
be attended by representatives of the 
various interests. 


Among those invited to the conference 
were: Ex-president Emil W. Kohn and 
President Henry Healy of the Retail 
Jewelers’ Association of Greater New York 
and Vicinity; Edward Hufnagel, vice- 
president of the New York State Retail 
Jewelers’ Association; Morris L. Ernst, 
counsel for the local retai! jewelers’ asso- 
ciation; Lee Reichman, chairman of the 
Good and Welfare Committee of the Na- 
tional Jewelers Board of Trade; F. C. 
Backus, field secretary of the Board, and 
several other members of the Good and 
Welfare Committeé; T. Edgar Willson, 
editor of THE JEWELERS’ CrRCULAR, and 
Jonas Koch, president of the New York 
Wholesale Jewelers’ Association.

AN INTERESTING CASE 





New York Pawn Ticket Broker Held for 
Trial on a Charge of Fraudulent 
Advertising. 

A most interesting and unusual case 
under the New York Advertising Law 1s 
about to come up for trial in the court 


of Special Sessions, Manhattan, as the re- 
sult of the action of Magistrate Groehl in 
the 54th St. police court, Manhattan, Thurs- 
day, in holding for trial a broker of pawn 
tickets who is charged with fradulently 
advertising the value of the article his 
tickets called for. 

The case came up as the result of a com- 
plaint to the Bureau of Investigations of 
the New York Tribune to the effect that 
the defendant had advertised in the Even- 
ing Telegram a pawn ticket for sale, claim- 
ing that the pawn ticket called for a ring 
with a blue white diamond of a carat and 
a half, worth $325. The ticket was sold 
for $25, and the purchaser of the ticket 
on redeeming the article found that he 
had actually a half carat stone valued at 
$60 and, as the ring had been pawned for 
$40, the total outlay was more than the 
value of the stone. 

The matter was taken up by the Tribune 
Bureau of Investigations, with the result 
that a warrant was finally issued for the 
advertiser and in this proceeding the 7ri- 
bune was assisted by the Telegram in 
whose columns the advertisement appeared. 
Considerable difficulty was obtained in 
having the warrant served, but this 
finally done, whereupon it was discovered 
that the defendant had made restitution to 
complainant who wanted to

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 10.—The 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce has announced that it is anxious 
to receive applications from men from 
whom it is the intention to secure 10 men 
suitable for service as special trade com- 
missioners and special agents for an in- 
vestigation which is to be carried on as 
to the best possible outlet for American 
goods and the foreign markets most de- 
sirable or which can be advantageously 
exploited, and among the fields to be spe- 
cially investigated are the _ possibilities 
of extending trade in American jewelry 
and silverware in the markets of South 
America. 

Those intending to make application for 
the South American work should be con- 
versant with Spanish, and they would re- 
ceive special credit if also familiar with 
Portuguese, and the applicants must also be 
men who have had previous training in these 
particular lines. And by this is meant sub- 
stantial and responsible experience.

JEWELRY SALESMEN WAYLAID 


Employees of Castelberg National Jewelry 
Co. Beaten and $12,000 Worth of 
Gems Stolen. 


Detroit, Mich., Nov. 9—Felled by a 
blackjack and robbed of $12,000 in jewelry 
by four Italians, John and Charles Kahn, 
former Baltimoreans and salesmen for the 
Castelberg National Jewelry Co., at 322 
West Baltimore St., are confined in a De- 
troit hospital while the police and Pinker- 
ton detectives are making a countrywide 
search for their assailants. 

John Kahn, according to a telegram re- 
ceived this morning by Joseph Castelberg, 
is seriously injured, while his brother, who 
saved a ring case containing $30,000 in 
diamond rings in the tussle with the thugs, 
was able to leave. Mr. Castelberg left im- 
mediately for the Michigan city. 

The robbery, one of the most daring in 
the annals of the Detroit Police Depart- 
ment, was committed in broad daylight 
Wednesday, while hundreds of persons 
were on the streets. 

The brothers conduct the branch estab- 
lishment at Woodward and Clifford Aves., 
and left the store shortly after noon, carry- 
ing with them $42,000 in jewelry, in two 
separate cases. John carried one contain- 
ing the stones valued at $12,000 in his in- 
side coat pocket, while Charles had con- 
cealed the other and more valuable case in 
an inner pocket of his vest. 

An automobile bearing the four Italians 
ran close to the curb and the four men 
alighted. John stepped back, thinking that 
the men were in a hurry and wanted to 
pass him. One threw his arms around 
his shoulders, while another dealt him a 
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blow in the face. By this time Charles 
had joined in the fray and was fighting 
against the other two men, when one ot

PrRovIpDENCE, R. I., Nov. 11.—Henry Wol- 
cott, president and treasurer of the Wol- 
cott Mfg.

The second element in the value of a trade paper to 
its subscribers, is the merchandising intormation con 
tained in its advertising pages. 

[In fact, it is important to note and remember that 
the advertising pages of any up-to-date trade journal 
are a necessary part of the interest of that journal to 
its readers—and not something merely tacked-on tor 
the publisher's revenue. 

\ trade journal without advertisers would have 
difficulty in securing subscribers, and one part of the 
solicitation of every trade journal subscription man 
is the fact that the ads will keep the subscriber posted 
as to what, where and when to buy. 


A Periodical Business Show 

The advertising pages of a trade journal may be lik- 
ened to a business-show, the double page spreads and 
full page ads are the big commanding displays in the 
center of the hall. 

When a merchant leafs through the advertising 
pages of his trade journal, he is, in effect, walking up 
and down the aisles of a weekly, semi-monthly or 
monthly business show and no one factor of modern 
mercantile life has a larger influence in deciding what 
goods shall- be bought, when and where, than the 
advertising pages of the modern trade journal. 

And just as exhibitors at a business show do not 
expect to book a very large volume of orders at the 
show, so the seasoned trade journal advertiser con- 
tinues to advertise in spite of the fact that he 1s not 
‘flooded with direct orders coming from merchants who 
mention where they saw his ad. 

A sustained advertising campaign, intelligently con- 
ducted in the worthy trade journals of any branch of 
merchandising pays dividends far beyond any relation 
to its cost. 

Willing Co-operation Is Essential 


It builds a firm foundation of confidence. It gives 
the advertiser and his goods a standing in the trade 


that an avalanche of circulars could not accomplish. 
lt shows the merchant that the manufacturer who tells 
his business story in his own trade papers, is a manu- 
facturer who values the good will and willing co-opera- 
tion of the retail merchant in whose interest the paper 
is published. 

\nd [ want you to write down in your memory 
book the phrase—‘‘willing co-operation of retail mer- 
chants,” for it is the key to permanent success. 

The retailer is the court of last resort. He buys 
where and what he wants to buy. He resents any- 
thing that savors of coercion, especially when, as is 
usually the case, coercion is coupled with insufficient 
profit to himselt. 

This brings me to the subject of “Dealer-helps;” 
and | want to preface my remarks with the statement 
that 1f all the millions of money that are wasted in 
dealer-helps each year were equally divided among 
all the people in this hall, we would waste no more 
time in studying the problems of business, but would 
hencetorth bother our surfeited brains only with the 
size of steam yachts we should buy, the best make 
of imported limousine that could be bought for $10,- 
QUO, the satest bank to hold our surplus, the world-tour 
that offered the largest pleasures. 

Dealer helps that don't help don't help tor forty 
reasons—just as an attorney stated to the judge that 
there were torty reasons why his client was not in 
court—the first ot which was that the client was dead. 


“Substitution Week’”’ 

by the way, to illustrate what I said about the im- 
portance ot a merchant selling the goods that he has, 
rather than the goods that the customer thinks she 
wants, Mr. Louis, otf A. Stein & Co., makers of “Paris” 
garters, conducted a Substitution Week among dry 
goods and department stores, drug stores, groceries, 
hardware stores, men’s turnishing and clothing stores, 
in which he made the proprietor agree to use his 
powers ot salesmanship for a period of one week, in 
selling every customer a substitute for what he or she 
asked for. 

Mut of over one hundred such experiences there 
were Only three tailures, and the merchants who un- 
dertook the task realized more than they had ever 
realized betore, the strength of their personal influence 
in guiding their customers in the selection of 


When General Publicity Pays 

General-publicity advertising is a valid and potent 
way of helping the dealers, provided the dealers have 
the goods; and it 1s efhcient in almost exact propor- 
tion to the dealer-distribution back of the advertising. 

Where a country-wide dealer-distribution has once 
been secured, a national consumer campaign is prob- 
ably the cheapest way of sending the public to the 
merchants’ stores, provided one’s pocketbook is long 
enough to spend a sufficient number of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars a year to keep the demand alive 
among the hundred million population. 

But where such a course is not open, for lack of 
either national distribution or the long pocketbook, a 
joint trade-journal local-newspaper campaign is a very 
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sensible plan of business promotion for any product 
that is to be sold through retail dealers. The retailer 
is Only mildly interested in the advertising you do to 
reach the general public. But he is keenly interested 
in what you propose to do for him in his own town. 

This is because a man may never be counted a real 
convert to any new faith, religious or mercantile, till 
he begins to spend some of his own money in promoting 
that faith. 

And no one force can be counted on to do more to 
induce retail merchants to hit this kind of a “sawdust 
trail’ than enthusiastic, kindly, skillful, continuous 
advertising in his business bible—the trade journal he 


reads. 
The Heart-Appeal 

That is an appeal that can be made to go straight 
to his heart, because he feels and knows that his trade 
journal is his friend, his tireless champion, his willing 
helper over hard places. 

And his kindly feeling toward his favorite journal 
is extended by natural sequence to the advertisers who 
make that publication possible. When you win a man’s 
heart you win him for all time because heart-memory 
is life-long, while head-memory is a matter of only 
days, weeks or months. 

A man who comes to me with a letter of introduc- 
tion from a true friend finds a way to my heart (and 
my pocketbook, if need-be) where he might never pass 
the watch-dog in the outer office but for that letter. 

In a similar way your trade journal campaign will 
open doors and hearts to your salesmen, multiplying 
their efficiency by decreasing the resistance which all 
salesmen must overcome before they can close a sale. 


Door-Opener for Salesmen 

lf { were a saleman, detailed to call on retail mer- 
chants in Cuyahoga County, Ohio, | would covet as a 
prize above all other things a list of all the retail mer- 
chants in my line in Cuyahoga County who subscribed 
for and paid for, the good trade papers in my line 
especially if my firm was a consistent advertiser in those 
journals. Because I would know that my line would 
be known and I would be welcomed by those retailers 
because I was a friend of their friend. 

And another reason I should want that list of paid 
subscribers would be that the merchant who subscribes 
for and pays for and reads his trade journals is the 
merchant with vision, the merchant who progresses, 
the merchant who pays for what he buys. 

And I wouldn’t waste much time on the fellows who 
were so cheap or so know-it-all that they did not sub- 
scribe for or read the journals of their trade. 

The Old and New in Trade Journalism 

Time was when trade journals were hangers-on, 
unbidden guests at the feast of business, satisfied to 
pick up crumbs at the feet of rich manufacturers, sem1- 
respectable beggars for small advertising favors in the 
shape of standing cards; and in turn giving but little 
out of their poverty to the subscribers whose cause 
they hoped to champion. 

But, friends, those times have passed into the eternal 
limbo of things gone never to return; and the worthy 
trade journal of today is a power respected by manu- 
facturers and wholesalers and looked-up-to with loving 
confidence by the subscribers. 

And, by the same token, the advertiser who contin- 
ues, out of a musty tradition, to give money to a trade 
journal publisher because he likes him or his repre- 
sentative or because he believes the publication 
deserves help in the good work it is doing, misses the 
whole point of the thing.

Trade journal advertising is, or can be made, the key 
to the solution of the problem of distribution—the 
greatest, most serious, of all problems of modern mer- 
chandising. 


It Offers the Audience 


\Why, it is all so simple and so reasonable! 

The trade journal offers the audience, seats them as 
it were in a great hall to which they have paid admis- 
sion, puts their minds in an expectant, receptive, favor- 
able attitude toward me and my message, and then in- 
vites me to step out on that platform and make my 
business talk. 

Do | put oft writing my speech till J get the third 
telegram from the publisher, and then stick in a mean- 
ingless card or wire a “repeat’’?

Another question to 
be decided is how far the announcement 
in the jeweler’s window brings the article 
so announced within the advertising ordi- 
nance of the city. 

Irrespective of whether the defendant is 
guilty or innocent of the charge lodged 
against him, the questions before the mag- 
istrate are vitally important to the busi- 
ness world in general. It is to be hoped 
therefore that in the decision of this case 
the magistrate and other judges to which 
it may subsequently come will not content 
themselves with simply indicating belief in 
the guilt or innocence of the accused, but 
will take the trouble to write an opinion 
expressing their views as to the application 
of the laws and ordinances to cases of this 
kind. By doing so the courts can do more 
than help in the punishment of crime, be- 
cause such opinion, even if by a magis- 
trate’s court, will be a subject for guidance 
to merchants who may not be sure what 
the law is or how far it is applicable to 
their methods of doing business. In other 
words such opinions may help to prevent 
the crimes being committed, and this, to 
the lay mind at more 
important than punishing the criminal after 
he has committed the crime.

$10,000. He also claims that he has un- 
finished merchandise worth about $2,000, 
accounts receivable considered good $1,000, 
and doubtful accounts amounting to $500. 
The machinery and tools originally cost 
about $10,000, Mr. Hasselbring claimed, 
but owing to the fact that a large portion 
of this machinery is old, no definite value 
could be named for it. 

The first offer submitted was on the 
basis of 25 cents cash.

The Motion Picture as a Selling Aid 


Its Force in Combating Mail Order Competition—Original Ways of Co-operating with the Local Movie 
Theatre—Amateur Photoplays and Their Possibilities—Giving Away Strips of Films. 


Written expressiy for The Jewelers’ Circular. 











Combating Mail Order Competition 
AIL order concerns have rarely or 
never used slides or films for ad- 
vertising purposes. This is perhaps un- 
derstandable because the  photoplay 
theater does not lend itself for exploita- 
tion of the mail order habit like the 
newspapers and magazines. It 1s there- 
fore a relief to turn to a medium which 
has yet to encourage the mail order 
habit. This does not offer an excuse for 
the jeweler to remain idle. You have 
got to combat the other powerful weap- 
ons at work. 

The photoplay spectator is uncon- 
sciously influenced by his surroundings. 
Hle sees the entertainment in_ person, 
while the players and things appear to 
him as in real life. For the time being, 
at least. he forgets that such a thing as 
mail order trading exists. 

The jeweler planning an anti-mail or 
der campaign should not neglect the 
photoplay show. Preparedness 1s _ the 
rder of the day. In a series of slides 
you can drive home all your arguments. 
tler« Is one example 


“Buying by mail ts like a spectacu- 
lar stunt staged in a theater—It is 
not what the thing seems. By buy- 
ing your jewelry from us you see 
before you purchase.” 


Taking Advantage of Photoplay Errors 


Every now and then a motion picture 
producer makes a_ mustake. With the 
present speeded up production methods, 
he can seldom give adequate attention to 
the little things that count. It matters 
little whether the play is historical or 
modern—it is practically certain to con- 
tain at least one error of some kind. 
Now, photoplay fans pride themselves on 
their smartness in detecting these silly 
slips, so you will understand how far 
an added stimulant will go in this direc- 
tion. 

In addition to your ordinary slide at 


the local motion picture theater, why not 
have same preceded by one worded some- 
what like this: 

“If you find a mistake pertaining 
to the jewelry business in a photo- 
play screened at this theater, you 
may make a purchase at our store 
up to one dollar without charge, or 
amount will be deducted from a 
larger purchase.” 


It is quite likely that more than one 
spectator will detect the same error, in 
which case it may prove too costly a 
stunt, so it is advisable to limit it to the 
first four persons. As the average mo- 
tion picture theater changes its program 
daily, it will be hard to verify the mis- 
takes, which may prove not to be such. 
To guard yourself against the unscrupu- 
lous, it is well for you or someone you 
can trust to see each program. Failing 
this, stipulate that spectators report the 
error to the exhibitor immediately after 
seeing the picture. 

The stunt, besides drawing additional 
attention to your regular slide, should 
result in permanent customers. Do not 
neglect to have the names and addresses 
of the winners and particulars of the 
errors screened, for it will assuredly 
prove an incentive to the lucky ones. 

Giving Away Strips of Films 

Photoplay fans have the souvenir habit 
badly. I have known them to write the 
manufacturers direct for strips of film 
which they have seen. If the producers 
encouraged this practice, their profits 
would soon be eaten up, since for every 
foot of film sold they receive a dime. 

The exhibitor only hires the film from 
the exchange and is therefore not free 
to do as he pleases with it. It is seldom, 
however, he receives a reel in perfect 
condition—the most common defect be- 
ing cut or torn sprocket holes. If he 
removes two or three imperfect “frames” 
of which there are 16 to every foot of 





film, it does not mutilate the production. 

But there will not be sufficient cuts 
to justify a general distributicn, so the 
next best thing to do is to turn over the 
portion to a local photographer, who 
will use it as a negative and print the 
desired number of copies there on regu- 
lar velox postcards or double print paper. 
The latter is the cheapest and most effec- 
tive. They are then cut up to resemble 
genuine strips of film. 

Although this stunt will prove popular 
—popular because it is novel—it will be 
doubly effective if the clippings are 
chosen with discrimination. <A piece of 
film, for instance, showing either Mary 
Pickford or Charlie Chaplin in a typical 
scene. is a thousand times more interest- 
ing than one of Miss Nameless 

lt might be carried even farther. Jew- 
elry scenes are quite common in the 
movies, and if, say, your clipping showed 
Lillian Walker inside a jewelry store 
you could enclose same in an envelope 
and have the following inscription print- 
ed outside: 


“The enclosed piece of film is a 
portion of one screened at the Idle 
Hour Theater. It shows Lillian 
Walker making some purchases in 
a jewelry store. If Miss Walker 
visited this town, we are sure she 
would favor us with a visit.”

123—CHILDREN MAKE MONEY. 

Here is a plan the children will take 
up because it gives them a chance to 
make a little money. It consists simply 
in issuing a series of rebate checks, each 
of which is good for 10 cents in trade, 
selling these checks to the children for 
five cents each. The children will, of 
course, sell the checks to older persons 
for 10 cents each, or a few might make 
personal use of them on their own pur- 
chases. Advertise this plan to the school 
children through circulars and window 
cards. If preferred, the price of the 
checks should be made less, one cent, for 
instance, good for a five-cent rebate each. 

124—ouT OF TOWN TRADE. 

If you have any desire to secure orders 
from out of town, to be filled with ex- 
press or parcel post shipment, advertise 
in the newspapers certain bargains of 
general interest, and announce that, on 
receipt of the price, the goods will be 
sent prepaid to destination with such a 
radius as you see fit. This plan may be 
used to combat mail order competition, 
showing that you have bargains to offer 
that are equal to those of the catalogue 
houses. 

125—cCONDITIONAL BARGAIN OFFER. 

This is a plan for inducing people to 
buy more goods in order to get a special 
price on something else. Make it a rule, 
for instance, that on every Friday there 
will be a number of special items of stock 
scattered through the store on which 
a conditional special price will be made. 
The price is cut in the following manner: 
Each item is conspicuously displayed and 
on it is placed a card which reads some- 
thing like this: “Regular price 50 cents. 
Our price today with $2 worth of other 
coods, 19 cents.” Of course, the prices 
are to be made to suit the case. Since 
these bargains are not specifically adver- 
tised, the knowledge that every Friday 
there are a number of such offers in the 
store may lead people to come out of 
curiosity. If desired, however, each spe- 
cial offer may be advertised. 

126—PREMIUM PAID FOR. 

It is often possible to make a premium 
pull without any material expense. This 
is done by asking the customer to pay 
a portion of the price. A good way to 
operate this plan is to select for a pre- 
mium something of general utility, some- 
thing that almost any family can use to 
sood advantage. <A set of dishes is a 
sood example of this class of premium. 
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Issue coupons with all is! hases 
and offer, when coupons to the amount 
of $25 are turned in, to supply the pre 
mium upon payment of sot traction 
its value. If a small set ot dishes can 
be bought from the manutacturer 
quantities for about $3.50 per set, mal 
the offer of the set tor $2.50, when ac- 
companied by the coupons. This plar 
reduces the premium cost very materially 
and interests the customer, and usually 
holds him better than a cash discount 
27—THE PEOPLE IN A CROW 

Get a good picture of the people pass- 
ing by your store at a time where thers 
is a considerable crowd containing some 
well-known taces. Frame this picture 


and place it in the window with a card 
offering a prize to anyone who will name 
properly every person in the same. This 
plan may be used indirectly to attract 
attention to the goods in the 
making the premium one ot 
shown there.

It is not a new plan to ofter a prize 
to the person making the most words out 
of the letters of your name, but it may 
be used with variations that will make 
it much help to the .-store. Instead of 
allowing people to make up any words 
they wish from the given name letters, 
stipulate that the words shall be the 
names of items kept in stock for sale in 
the store. If the name is too short to be 
valuable, include your business too. In- 
stead of just “E. D. Smith,” make it 
“Smith’s Red Front Store,” or whatever 
you may wish to call your place. This 
plan is going to bring all the contestants 
into the store to study the stock. Make 
it plain that they will be welcomed and 
given every facility for seeing how many 
items they can discover that can be 
spelled from the available letters. It 
may even be a good plan to supply a 
table where people can sit down and 
write on their lists. 

129—FREE CIRCULATING LIBRARY. 

The providing of free reading matter 
for one’s customers will help to hold 
them, to please them and to bring them 
in more frequently. The plan 
in putting in a small bookcase or 
(if none is already available) where can 
be kept 50 or more good novels, mainly 
selected from the popular reprints that 
can be bought at 50 cents or less retail 
and 37 or 38 cents wholesale. Allow cus- 
tomers to take these books without pay- 
ing any fee for reading them, but de- 
positing 50 cents, which shall cover the 
loss of the book if it is not returned, 
but which is to be refunded when the 
book is brought back. AIl books taken 
out should be listed and an effort made 
to keep them all circulating as much as 
possible, since the value of the plan to 
the store is in the use rather than in the 
mere existence of the library. A time 
limit should be made during which <; 
book may be kept without torteiting al 
or part of the deposit. In some instances 
a fee of a cent or two per day for the 
use of a book may be charged, though 
this makes the plan a business proposi- 
tion instead of an advertising scheme.

Increased Cost of Material, Etc. 

The price of paper this year, as is well 
known, has advanced to exceedingly high 
prices, so much so that a newspaper in a 
certain State has entirely eliminated its 
daily edition and confined its publication to 
a Sunday issue. This condition makes it 
incumbent upon jewelers about to use di- 
rect advertising to any extent to get several 
estimates before buying. If you use booklets 
in large numbers it will pay you to buy your 
own If only in fairly small quantities, 
it will be just as well to let your printer at- 
tend to the buying. Be able, when asked, to 
give your customers reasons for the in- 
crease in the cost of jewelry this year. As 
you know, it is attributable to the increased 
cost of labor, to the difficulty in getting ma- 
terial and as far as diamonds are concerned, 
to the risk incurred in transportation and to
